Insulation Would Save Canada Fuel 
Bill of $30,000,000 Annually 

House insulation {s a subject of 
great importance in countries with 
extreme climates. Canada fs, there 
fore, vitally concerned, yet almost 
every other important factor in house 
construction has received more con- 
sideration, 

In the early days, when 
structural materials were 
when thick timber and stone walls 
were commonly used -in building, 
and when people wore heavy woollen 
winter clothing, the question of insu- 
lation was relatively unimportant. 
Now, however, with rapidly increas- 
ing costs of both fuel and house con- 
struction and the subsequent advent 
of thin walls, the situation has en- 
tirely changed. People cannot afford 
any longer to waste heat. Not only 
must new houses be insulated to en 
sure economy 
use of fuel—but the insulation of ex- 
isting houses is equally important as 
a means of reducing the cost of liv- 
ing and promotirg more healthful and 
comfortable Hving conditions, 

The domestic coal stoves and fur- 
naces in present use deliver to the 
house interior, at best, only 59 to 60 
per cent. of the heating value of the 
fuel. The economical use of this 
evailable heat is entirely a matter of

Takes a Heavy Annual Toll 
Farmers Of the West 

During the Session of 1924, before 
the Select Standing Committee on 
Agriculture and Colonization, the 
Director of the Botanical Division of 
| the Experimental Farms Branch in 
the Federal Department of Agricul- 
| ture gave an address in the course of 
; which he revealed something of tho 
| losses annually sustained ag the re- 
| Sult of rust. It is astounding to read 
| that even in 1923, which gave us 
| the highest wheat erops In the history 


From 


| of Canada, nevertheless an amount of 
| $50,000,000 wag lost in the Red River 
| Valley alone. Nor is it reassuring to 
| find that when rust is really severe, 
{as it was in 1916, the crop may be 
| diminished by an amount of wheat 
|}which at current values would then 
have been worth $180,000,000. This is 
a sum of money equal to three times 
; that which the country derives an- 
|nually from its fisheries, and equal to 
;the value of the entire mineral! pro- 
| duction of Canada in 1922. 

| The amount of wasted effort repre- 
jsented by these staggering figures is 
such that, even if for argument’s sake 
they were diminished by one half, it 
; Would still remain an intolerable in- 
cubus upon our wheat-growers, which 
| they ought not to be permitted to 
| carry indefinitely if there is any rea- 
,sonable hope that well-directed scien-, 
| tifle effort might free them from it. 
Fortunately there are now a number 
/of encouraging indications that rust 
may be made to give way before in- 
vostigation, 

Stimulated by such considerations 
as these and encouraged by the ever- 
increasing weight of scientific and 
agricultural opinion laid before it, the 
Government took, In 1924, the ex- 
ceedingly important step of providing 
for the foundation of a research insti- 
tute, the chief business of which is 
to investigate grain rust and its con- 
trol. The report of the Diyision of 
Botany for 1925 states that “the new 
Dominion Rust Research Laboratory 
at Winnipeg is in full working order 
and the new premises are now being 
‘oecupied. The equipment in regard 
to laboratory buildings as well as 
greenhouses, leaves little more to be 
|desired; and every facility has been 
afforded us by the Department for re- 
search along the line of grain rust 
| control.

For Super-Craft 

Plans have been made by Dr, Ed- 
mund Rumpler, the German aeronau- 
tical engineer who designed the fam- 
ous Taube, or Dove, monoplane for 
the German army, for a giant air liner 
with wings expansive and thick 
that they will provide space for cab- 
ins with dining rooms, 
lounges promenades—accommo- 
dations for 135 passengers. It is ex- 
pected that this Titan of the air will 
be able Atlantic in 20 
hours.
